what the Tokyo press called the 
“insufferable” hostility of Britain 
and the United States. 


London dispatches said that the 
Germans apparently were starting 
a big offensive in the Ukraine, co- 
ordinated with their drive across the 
Crimea. The Axis push would be 
directed against the Don river de- 
fenses and the key city of Rostov, 
which has held out for almost a 
month against persistent German 
attacks. 

London military authorities re- 
ported some details of losses which 
the Germans are suffering in their 
campaign to get to Moscow and Ros- 
tov. They said that 16 of 19 German 
panzer divisions had suffered “ap- 
preciable” losses, which probably 
means more than 10 per cent cas- 
ualties, while 70 of 160 infantry di- 
visions had suffered similar losses, 
with some of them losing up to 50 
per cent of their effectives. 

What such losses would mean in 
men and material is difficult to es- 
timate, as it was pointed out that 
the divisions are constantly being 
reformed and reinforced, but the 
drain on the Axis war machine ob- 
viously has been heavy. The Red 
Army, just as obviously, has suf- 
fered a similar drain.

ments. 

The business meeting of the asso- 
ciation brought out talks and dis- 
cussion upon a variety of subjects of 
interest to the industry and per- 
haps chief among these was a re- 
port to the meeting concerning the 
possibility, not necessarily the prob- 
ability, but the possibility of with- 
drawals of range lands for reclam- 


ation use was an item of some con- 
cern to the meeting. 


Among prominent speakers at the 
meeting were W. P. Wing, secretary 
of the Woolgrowers’ Association; 
Mr. Schalam, manager of the Pa- 
cific States Livestock Marketing 
Association; Ted Chamberlain, state 
asociation president; John Curray, 
state association secretary, and For- 
est Supervisor Edwin F. Smith. 

Mr. Smith took note of the pre- 
vailing favorable trend of prices in 
the industry and cautioned the 
Stockmen against overburdening of 
the ranges. Allowances must prop- 
erly be made for a continuing rea- 
sonable improvement and replen- 
ishing of the ranges. 


Mr. Curray reviewed legislative 
matters of interest and called at- 
tention to the new federal law rel- 
ative to the transportation of cat- 
tle across state lines.
